No Law Will be Effective Without 
Approval~of National 
Assembly. 

St. Petersburg.—As the result of a 
series of special councils held at the 
Tsarskoe-Selo, and composed of forty 
high dignitaries, ministers and mem- 
bers of the council of the empire, un- 
der the presidency. of the emperor, 
the main guarantees of liberty have 
been granted and a manifesto has 
been ordered to be coded and incor- 
porated in the fundamental laws of 
the empire. The mair points are as 

follows: 

No law will hereafter be effective 
without the approval of the national 
assembly and council of the empire, 
‘The latter body will consist of an equ- 
al number of appointed and elected 
members taken from the clergy, nobil- 
ity, zemstovs and academy of science, 
universities, trade and industry. 

There will be two houses, both of 
whom will have poiver to invite legis- 
lation which does not effect the fund- 
amental laws of the empire, the ques- 
tion of succession, etc The annual 
session will be convened and closed 
by imperial ukase. Both the council 
of the empire and the national assem- 
bly will enjoy the right to interpellate 
ministers for alleged unlawful acts. 
‘rhe sessions will be public. 


Great Northern to Enter Canada. 

Havre, Mont.—The Great Northern 
is said to be surveying for a line to 
run west from here. It may start at 
Burnha, west of this place. At any 
rate it is expected to run to the north- 
west some seventy miles until it 
reaches the Canadian border. From 
that point the prospective road will 
pass seventy miles around the west 
end of the Cypress Hills to Medicine 
Hat, Alta., and 280 miles from Meci- 


cine Hat to Edmonton. Under agree- 


ment with the Canadian Northern, 


which also touches Edmonton, the 


Great Northern will be. a second line 
from Montana to Lake Superior. It 
will likewise be able to get into the 
rich territory of western Manitoba. 


Prominent lowans for Canada. 


Cedar Falls, lowa.—What was once 


a most prominent family in this part 


of the state, the Fields family, has 
taken a large tract of land near Re- 


yina, Canada, and is moving tliere. 
Wields, thirty years ago, had a bank 


and a church here. paying all the ex- 
penses of the latter.

Victoria, B.C.—The government act 
prohibiting the manufacture or sale 
{n British Columbia of candies chem- 
ically colored so as to menace the 
health of children, has passed. The 
bill to restrict the sale of patent 
medicines, requiring all preparations 
containing poisons to be conspicuously 
so labelled, is up for second reading, 
but will probably not be passed before 
the legislature adjourns. The drug: 
Lists have had a_ strong lobby work- 


ing against it. 


American Bacon in Canada. 


Ottawa.—Mr. P. D. McNamara, Can- 
adian ugent at Manchester, writes 
that the recent order of the govern- 
ment disallowing the slaughter of Am- 
erican hogs in Canada meets with 
approval in the Old country, espec- 
ially with the retail trade. He says 
that nothwithstanding the intention of 
the Canadian carriers to differentiate 
between American bacon and the Can- 
adian product in the distribution of 
these meats in the Old Country, the 
distinction is not always maintained, 
and the retail trade is frequently led 
into buying spurious alleged Canadian 
bacon without knowing that it is only 


the Yankee imitation. 


Armored Automobiles for Russia. 


St. Petersburg—A number of arm- 
ored automobiles manufactured in 
france for the use of the Russian 
army have arrived here. It is under-

Outrageous Treatment of the Wealthy 


King Family at Boston One 
of the Causes, 


San Francisco.—Wm. Hancoc’, for

WESTERN CANADIAN EDITORS 


A Serles of Articles Deserlb- 
Ing thelr Lives, their Alms 
and thelr Influence. 
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GARNETT CLAY PORTER. 
ManagIng Editor of the Calgary Herald. 


Garnett Clay Porter is a Kentuckian 
by birth and a Canadian by adoption. 
The combination is a fortunate one, if 
unusual. and the result has been the 
publication of one of the brightest 
and most up-to-date newspapers in 
Western Canada, “The Calgary Her- 
ald.” Garnett Clay Porter is generally 
referred to as Colonel Porter—uas 
much on account probably of the state 
of which he is a son as because of the 
fact that he was a member of the mil- 
itary staff of the Governor. A gentle- 
man with the name Garnett Clay Por- 
ter—and a Kentuckian—has a_tradi- 
tional right to the title of Colonel 
and the world admits it. : 

There is nothing particularly belli- 

cose about Colonel Porter's —appear- 
ance, neither does he bear the out- 
ward and visible signs of the Kentucky 
Colonel of anecdote. He may have a 
suspicion of the soft southern draw] in 
his speech and at times the masterful- 
ness of manner of the descendant of 
the owners of slave-manned — planta- 
tions, but he doesn’t require a mous- 
tuche and chin-whisker, a, sombrero, 
and a fondness for mint juleps to be 
almost unconsciously addressed as Col- 
onel. Without these attributes; the 
hall-marks of conventional belief, Gar- 
nett Clay Porter, editor of a paper 
ublished in far off western Canada, 
is recognized, greeted, and made 
friends with as Colonel Porter, of the 
Calgary Herald. This merely shows 
that this ‘Colonel’? business is not 
limited to one State of the American 
Union, or merely a local peculiarity of 
the people. If Garnett Clay Porter 
should ever allow his probably deep 
religious convictions to break loose to 
the oxtent that would make him seck 
the pulpit as o means of expounding 
them, there is very little doubt that 
he would be known in the evangelical 
religions world as the cloquent and 
pious Rev. Col. vorter. The title of 
Colonel sort of rounds him off. 

Colonel Porter was born in Kentucky 
more years ago than his beardless 
face and youthful energy proclaim. 
Ho became a master printer at the 
age of fourteen, so young, in fact, that 
he believed that he had time for an- 
other profession He went. to college 
and afterwards incidentally became a 
lawyor and was enrolled as an attor- 
ney of the State of. Kentucky. 

The future editor of the Calgary 
Herald had, however, absorbed print- 
er’s ink into his system and the Cis- 
easo of journalism is incurable. 

He began his journalistic career un- 
der a renowned follow-colonel, also a 
Kentuckian, Colonel Henry Watterson, 
of the Louisville Courier-Journal, one 
of the most powerful newspaper edit- 
ors in the United States. 

Whether is was that there was not 
room enough for two colonels, even 
on a .Aentucky paper or that Colonel 
Porter’s strong personality sought 
means of advancement on _ individual 
lines of his own choosing, or wheter 
it was that the latent Bohemianism 
which had guided him into journalism 


demanded an outlet, is difficult to 
say, but for several years he 
accepted important positions on the 


editorial and reportorial staffs cf lead- 
ing papers in Kansas City, Chicago, 
Omaha, San Francisco, and the City 
of Mexico, and other large centres 
and went through the experiences 
customary under the circumstances, of 
editing country weeklies in various 
parts of the United States. 

During this time he formed a_ pro- 
fessional connection with the New 
York Sun and the Associated Press, 
and was their accredited correspondent 
on several . important assignments. 

Porter’s bright, swinging style, 
combined with his acute. newspaper 
instinct and ability to cover the news, 
brought him recognition as a clever 
special writer an he contributed many 
stories to such well known periodicals

contributions. 

In 1900 Col. Porter came to Canads 
and accepted a position as special 
writer on the Toronto World. His en- 
gagement on the World, one of the 
brightest papers in Canada, was a dis- 
tinct event in the newspaper life of 
Canada, and_ some of his 
the best newspaper ‘‘stuff’’ that has 
ever appeared in the daily service of a 
Canadian newspaper.

An Ancient Mysterys 


The location of the earthly paradise 
or Garden of Eden is still a matter of 
dispute among Orientalists and scrip- 
tural scholars of highest reputation. 
Some have endeavored to locate it by 
the fruits and mineral productions 
named in the Biblical descriptions as 
they appear in the second chapter of 
Genesis; others by the rivers men- 
tioned in verses 11 to 14 of the above 
mentioned chapter. The weight of in- 
vestigation and tradition inclines to an 
agreement that the Tigris and the 
Euphrates of modern geography are 
the third and fourth rivers mentioned 
in the Biblical description of the gar- 
den. Those who agree so far differ 
widely as to what rivers should now 
be regarded as the ancient Pison and 
Gihon. The Buddhist scholars, al- 
though they reject our Bible in the 
greater part, incline to the opinion 
that the Pison is the saéred Ganges, 
and that the Gihon is none other than 
the Nile. As to the last, it is alto- 
gether probable that they are correct 
on that point, because the Biblical 
account plainly says that Gihon ‘‘com- 
passeth the whole land of Ethiopia.’’ 

Some investigations confirm that 
Elen was a_ spot of comparatively 
small trea located on the tablelands 
of what is now Armenia, from which 
rise the Tigris and Euphrates. A few 
scholars of distinction argue that the 
Adamic paradise was located in Africa 
in the vicinity of the Mountains of the 
Moon, Still another school of Oriental- 
ists locate the celebrated garden in the 
vicinity of the ancient city of Babylon. 

You will notice, however, that none 
of these theorists has been able to get 
the four rivers mentioned in the Bibli- 
cal account properly located. Neither 
have they found a place’ where one 
great river" ‘‘separates into four 
heads.’"’ This being the case it is 
hardly necessary to state that the ex- 
act location of Eden is a mystery that 
will probably never be solved.

Jews In Mediaeval England. 


We are showing much righteous in- 
dignation over the Russian treatinent 
of the Jews, but it is only a matter of 
700 years since we were on the side of 
the offenders ourselves. In 1275 the 
first Kdward, as the chronicler tells 
us, ‘being shocked at the connivance 
of his father in giving the privileges 
of Christian natives to the Jews,’’ not 
only deprived them of all the rights ot 
citizenship, but also ordered that they 
should wear badges on their upper 
garments by way of distinction. He 
seems, however, to have been against 
illegal violence from the first; for 
when 200 Jews were hanged in London 
for clipping the coinage, it is pleasant 
to read that this was only after a 
fair trial had been given them, and 
that several Christians, their accom- 
plices, suffered = with them. It 
was the Archbishop of Canterbury, 
who, in 1285, ordered all the Jews’ 
synagogues to be destroyed in the 
City of London. This was paving 
the ordinance by which, in 1290, all 
Jews were banished from England, 
“they having rendered themselves in- 
finitely odious to the whole nation by 
their usury and _ extortion.’’ They 
were allowed only ‘‘such sums as were 
necessary to defray the expense ot 
their voyage to the Continent,” the 
rest being confiscated by the king. Hd- 
ward I. again showed his sense of 
justice even in doing this act of in- 
justice, for ‘‘when many of these un- 
happy wretches in their passage were 
murdered by the mariners, through 
hopes of finding treasure concealed 
about them, the king severely punish- 
ed the assassins on their return to 
Mngland.’’ In some: ways mediaeval 
England was ahead of modern Russia. 
Yo show the futility of all ordinances 
professing to be ‘‘forever’’ the Jews 
were recalled in 1654 by Cromwell, he 
“being influenced by a desire of im- 
proving commerce.”’

The Glowworm Cavern,

If we only knew Him we 
would not consider any journey too 
great to take for Him nor any gifts 
too precious to bring to Him.

Lesson VI.—Jesus calling fishermen

Lesson VII.—A day of miracles in 
Capernaum (Mark {, 21-84).

The casting out of 
the evil spirit and the healing of the 
fever stricken were samples of what 
He was always doing, His whole life 
being set forth in Acts x, 88, “God 
anointed Jesus of Nazareth with the 
Holy Ghost and with power, who went 
about doing good and healing all that 
were oppressed of the devil, for God 
was with Him.” When He shall relgn 
there shall be joy and gladness, and 
sorrow and sighing shall flee away, 
and the inhabitant shall not say, “I am 
sick.”’ 

Lesson VII1.—Jesus’ power to for- 
give (Mark fi, 1-12). Golden Text, 
Mark il, 10, “The Son of Man hath pow- 
er on earth to forgive sins.” The risen 
and ascended Christ has all power in 
heaven and on carth, and He is the 
same Jesus, but He shows His power 
on behalf of those whose hearts are 
whole toward Him (II Chron. xvi, 9).

Lesson IX.—Jesus tells who are 
blessed (Matt. v, 1-16).

Re 
member these words are for believers, 
for the unsaved cannot keep God's 
commands and are not asked to, but 
His redeemed ones are expected to so 
live in the grasp of the glory of the 
kingdom that the life of the kingdom 
shall be manifest in us even bere and 
now.

Bishop Stringer Tolls of Clergy’s Work 
In the Yukon. 


Some account of the ministrations of 
the gospel to the Esquimaux, Indians 
and miners on the snowy steppes of 
the Mackenzie Basin was given tn St. 
James' Cathedral, Toronto, recently by 
the Bishop of Selkirk, Right Rey. Isaac 
O. Stringer™ Hjs lordship labored for 
a couple of years among the stunted 
natives and the whalers on the bleak 
shores of the Arctic, but recently he 
has carried the gospel to the isolated 
and care-free natives and gold hunters 


on the creeks of the Yukon. 


“For there {s no difference between 
the Jew and the Greek, for the same 
Lord over all is rich unto all that call 
upon Him,” was his lordship’s appro- 
priate text, taken from Romans, x., 12. 

The Esquimaux were described us “a 
very pecullar people, sensitive, hospit- 
able, very treacherous, and very super- 
stitious.” He held services in their lit- 
tle snow villages in the winter. The 
physical hardship of his life there were 
many and great, and he found his loca- 
tion “one of the most trying places on 
the face of the earth.” 

His lordship observed as to the Yu- 
kon gold seekers that the few were for- 
tunate, but the majority were disap- 
pointed and returned to their homes 
poorer than they went. Some of the 
country’s very best men went there to 
seek gold. “But when we ask for a 
few men to go there and bear the un- 
searchable riches of God to them we 
are met with all sorts of excuses,” said 
his lordship. Few people realized that 
34 years before Bob Henderson and the 
other discoverers of gold on the Klon- 
dike arrived men like Archdeacon Mac- 
donald had visited those regions, tra- 
veling up and down and over the moun- 
tains, carrying the gospel to those wan- 
dering tribes of Indians. Even now 
in the regions where the natives have 
not been contaminated by the whites 
three-quarters of them are consistent 
Christian peopte. At present the 
Church has only four workers among 
the Indians of the Yukon, and only two 
besides the speaker among the white 
settlers, More men were wanted. Two 
new towns would be bullt in the Windy 
Arm district this year, 

Bishop Stringer said the difficulties 
of traveling through the country were 
great. Supplies were carried on a pack 
horse, and sometimes the horse had to 
swim a swollen river. The journeys 
were long and ofter lonesurne, but 
generally a warm welcome awaited him 
from the miners. They were glad to 
hear news from the outside, and per- 
sonal intercourse brought large attend- 
ances to the meetings. These were held 
sometimes in the open air, and some- 
times in the barroom of a road house. 
The miners were apt to grow careless 
about religion, but experience had 
shown that the old Church with its 
simple service had not lost its influ- 
ence. Bishop Stringer had no authority 
to appeal for funds, but he pointed out 
that the missions in that country need- 
ed assistance in spite of the wealth 
found there, as the greater part of the 
gold was shipped to people outside. 


SWISS MILITIA SYSTEM. 


Lecture by Col Merritt—Recommends 
System For Canada. 


Col. Merritt, of the Governor-Gen- 
eral’s Body Guard, delivered an address 
at the Toronto Military Institv'e re- 
cently upon the system of Switzerland. 

The positions of Canada and Swit- 
zerland were exactly the same. Both 
countries were dominated by great na- 
tions. The Swiss had been following 
the proper lines, and we had not. If we 
wished to make our militia system sat- 
{sfactory, we should change it, and 
make it more suited to the conditions 
of the day. Unger these circumstances 
a study of the Swiss systsam would be 
advantageous. It had been oreated en- 
tirely for defence, and was based on 
the idea of universal service. Every 
man was liable to serve for a period of 
30 to 83 years. A private in the in- 
fantry (which was all that any man 
was obliged to be) only had 125 days 
of training during his first 13 years, 
and 185 days during 25 years. This was 
an average of only, five and a half 
days a year. The only regulars in the 
service were instructors. No one was 
obliged to be an officer, but the offi- 
cers had to put Jn what seemed to be 
@ great deal of drill. This, however, 
was not in reality much more than the 
amount of time wasted by officers in 
Canada in recrufting companies to 
strength. In Switzerland no recruiting 
was needed, as the companies were 
always full. The full strength of the 
militia was about 282,000, and the an- 
nual cost about $5,500,000. 

Every village must have Its rifle 
range of 300 metres, which was partly 
assisted by the Government. Every 
man had to fire 30 rounds at the 
ranges each year. 

The expenditure on the Canadiam and 
the Swiss militias amounted to about 
the same figure, while the Swiss militia 
was seven times as large as ours. The 
great expense in Canada was due to 
the fact of our trying to copy the Mo- 
ther Country by maintaining a small 
standing army. 

Col. J. T. Fotheringham, P. M. O. of 
the Second Military District, who oc- 
cupied the chair, opened a discussron 
upon the paper by saying that th:: only 
trouble with the address was that the 
audience was already converted’, The 
Canadian public was too supine upon 
the subject, and the press was partly 
to blame for this state of affairs. 

Several other members took part in 
the discussion, among them Capt. Wy- 
att, ex-Q. O. R., who expressed some 
severe criticisms upon the Canadian 
extravagance of uniforms compared 
with the plain and good Swiss uni- 
forms. 

Among the others who took part in 
the discussion were Capt. Hendrie, 
48th; Col. Gallagher, D. S. O.; Capt. 
Carstairs, R. O.; Capt. Agnew, 12th 
York Rangers, and Capt. A, T. Hunter.

ABOUT PRINCE RUPERT 


G. T. P. R, CITY AND ITS EXCEP- 
TIONALLY GOOD NAME. 


Terminus of the New Transcontinental 
Railway on the Pacific Coast —On 
Kzien Island, Near the Mouth of the 
Skeena River—Dodging the Specula- 

- tors—Terms of Settlement, and Ap- 
portionment to the Railway and the 
Province. 


Prince Rupert is an exceptionally 
good name for the new city on the 
Pacific coast that the Grand Trunk Pa- 
cific is to found. The city is to be on 
Kaien Island, some 40 miles below Port 
Simpson. It is near the mouth of the 
Skeena River, a stream along the banks 
of which the railway will no doubt be 
bullt. 


Dodging the Speculators. 


Of course, when the Grand Trunk 
Paciflc was projected there was 2 
good deal of speculation touching the 
Western terminus, and some people 
were anxious—for patriotic motives— 
to get on to the ground early. Many 
guessed Port Simpson, and as a@ con- 
sequence the available lots there were 
taken up, While the guessers were 
buying the land the Grand Trunk 
managers were looking about them. It 
happened that they directed their at- 
tention to almost every quarter but 
Port Simpson, and finally hit upon 
Kaien Island as the most desirable 
site. In this they gave us a repetition 
of Western railroad history. It will be 
remembered that Port Moody, on Bur- 
rard Inlet, was expected to be the Pa- 
cific terminus of the C. P. R,, and 
speculative persons took up the land 
there in that hope. When, however, the 
line was built it went past Port Moody 
and ended at what is now Vancouver. 
This was a disappointment and a loss 
to the investors, but a good thing for 
the company, which had acquired in- 
terests at the point chosen. 


Torms of Settlement. 


So far as can be judged, the British 
Columbia Government has made a 
good bargain with the company in con- 
nection with the transfer of the site, 
says The Mall and Empire. The land 
1s Crown property, and {ft had to be 
bought from the province. The Gov- 
ernment sold no more than 10,000 acres, 
which -the company was allowed to 
have at $1 an acre. Thus the province 
retains all the Jand over and above the 
10,000 acres, and will profit by the ad- 
vance in the value consequent upon the 
construction of the railway. In addi- 
tion, the province retains a one-fourth 
interest in the land the Grand Trunk 
gets. So that the public shares in 
whatever money is derived from sales. 
The company, seeing that it furnishes 
the railway which gives the land its 
added value gets three-fourths of the 
benefit; and the province, seeing that 
it owns the land, gets one-fourth of 
whatever may be made, 

Honor For the Prince. 

Who was Prince Rupert, the celebrity 
thus immortalized? Rupert was the 
nephew of Charles I. and the cousin 
of Charles II. As a relative of the 
reigning Stuarts he was naturally in- 
terested in their cause. When there- 
fore the Civil War broke out he was a 
soldier on the Royalist side. His train- 
ing made him a dashing cavalry coffi- 
cer, and at the age of 23 he command- 
ed the Royalist cavalry. One of his 
distinguished characteristics was his 
impetuosity. He would rush in without 
calculating in advance the consequences 
of his attack, or the chances of pushing 
it to a successful issue. It was from 
this quality that his name passed into 
history as a synonym for boldness 
without discretion. Thus a speaker is 
termed a “Rupert of debate,” because 
he leaps into the conflict, and makes 
a splendid showing regardless of the 
consequences, 

From the Army to the Navy. 

Rupert's losses on land led to his 
transfer from the army to the navy. It 
seems that in those days the impres- 
sion prevailed that if a man was a 
good soldier he must also be a com- 
petent naval officer, As an admiral, 
however, the Prince was not a success. 
His tactics were not scientific, and, 
moreover, when he ordered his fleet to 
“wheel to the left,” as if it were a regi- 
ment of foot, the fact that he was not 
an expert became too apparent. On 
sea Rupert was defeated by Blake, and 
was compelled to jive the life of a pirate 
in Western waters until he could get to 
France. Soon after his appearance in 
France the Restoration was accom- 
plished. But at this period something 
was going on in America. There came 
from Lake Superior to Quebec a fur 
trader by the name of De Grosellers, 
who had heard from an Indian that a 
great country full of game lay to the 
north and the west. De Groseliers, went 
to France with the story, and tried to 
interest the King in what he had learn- 
ed. It was, however, without success 
that he laid the matter before the court. 

The Hudson's Bay Co. 

Falling to make an impression in 
that quarter, De Grosellers interested 
Prince Rupert, who was then living in 
Paris. The result was the fitting out 
of an English expedition to explore 
Hudson Bay, with De Grosellers taking 
part. The vessel entered the bay and 
reached the southern part of James 
Bay, where the foundations of Rupert 
House, at the mouth of Rupert River, 
were laid. This was the beginning of 
the Hudson's Bay Co. of which cor- 
poration Prince Rupert was the first 
governor. The Prince took a great in- 
terest in the promotion of the now fa- 
mous corporation 

A Proper Recognition. 


There is a fitness in the recognition 
of Prince Rupert, because, as a mat- 
ter of fact, the charter of the Hud- 
son’s Bay Co. which this prince, cav- 
alry officer, admiral, pirate, chemist, 
and speculator secured was the docu- 
ment which saved the West to Canada. 
When our neighbors wanted to make 
their northern boundary “fifty-four, 
forty or fight,” they sought to take in 
the whole of the British West to the 
Pacific. It was the circumstance that 
England owned the country by right of 
possession, and had exercised the right 
of ownership by making the grant to 
Prince Rupert and the Hudson's Bay 
Co., that barred the United States’ 
claim

TRAPPERS IN ONTARIO. 4 


Strenuous Life, Followed by Quite a 
Number of Canadians.

The hides of mink, fox, skunk, 

muskrat, and of the Individual 
wno stole six traps from Deer 
Creek by the “Century Oak.” 
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The foregoing little printed entabla- 
ture from a wee sheet published down 
in the fur belt serves to show that the 
present season has been a strenuous 
one for the Ontario fur hunters, also, 
We may infer that with the trapper 
sometimes there are occasions when 
“furbearance’ ceases to be a virtue, 
says The Toronto Star. 

The crop of early rose, night-bloom- 
ing, polecats, muskrats, mink, moles 
and raccoons has been a very generous 
one this year, and farmers’ sons have 
earned considerable tobacco money by 
trapping and shooting the fragrant 
skunk und his ilk. The crops of all 
these skins, excepting mink, have been 
very plentiful. The mink has not been 
quite so much In evidence, but even 
the old reliable skunk is not extinct. 

The old style of trapper, with the 
smoke-tanned trousers, hound’s-ears 
cap, and long barrelled gun, is rapidly 
becoming superseded by the farmer’s 
son. The most typical of the old style 
trappers yet remaining is Trapper John 
Smoke, who makes his rendezvous 
down in Norfolk County. John occa- 
slonally gets “the big mink,” but his 
vocation is not so remunerative as in 
former days. 

“There wuz a time,” complains Trap- 
per Smoke, as he puffs on a pipe 
about the size of an inkstand. “There 
wuz a time w’en I k'd set me traps 
all along the cricks in quietness and 
peaceness, but now somebody is sure 
to steal 'em. T'’e farmers’ boys ketch 
all the fur on their prop'ty an’ there's 
none enny more to ketch enny way.” 

A great deal of good home fur is 
found down in Southern Ontario, near 
the lakes. A great proportion of the 
fur {s that of skunk and muskrat. 

The kittenish Httle skunk when in 
good condition, and of a black hue, 
brings about $2. Poorer grades bring 
75 cents or a dollar. There are many 
skunks to be found in the western pen- 
insula of Ontarlo, and there 1s a great 
demand for our skunk In Germany and 
old London. -The demand is greater 
than the supply. 

The muskrat or musquash fis found 
{n generous numbers around the water- 
ways of the province. Floods last year 
made trouble in their steam-heated 
apartments, and many rat families were 
drowned. ‘‘Rats” cannot be trapped af- 
ter the ice comes, but as the freezing 
up this winter was so late many have 
been caught down in the southern 
counties. 

With the furriers the skins are known 
as “Baltic seal.” Muskrats are getting 
up in price. Thousands of these furs 
are now used in lining gentlemen’s and 
ladies’ coats. S vmewhat of a novelty 
{in furs, an all-muskrat coat, was seen 
on a gentleman in Yonge street the 
other day, and as a piece of fur art was 
commendable. 

Mink flourishes everywhere. ‘The fur 
{s durable, and when properly made 
up, rivals the Russian sable. The best 
mink furs come from the vicinity tan- 
gent in Lake Superior. 

A good mink skin in the raw brings 
about $5. Other quailties of mink de- 
scend in value to about $2. 

Outside of Chatham, there are places 
where coons may be freély hunted. 
Raccoons are found in wooded districts 
and they produce suitable fur for 
handsome and durable scarfs and 
muffs. Canadian 'coon is the best ’coon, 
and Is worth from $2 to $2.50 each for 
first-class hides. ‘Coons are also used 
a great deal in the cartoonist’s profes- 
sion. The poorer class of ‘coon skin 
brings about 75 cents. 

There is a bush in North Toronto, a 
certain portion of bush near the Don 
River, a district near Eglinton, and a 
locality near Peterboro’, where ‘'coons 
are to be had. 

A few good bear hides come from 
Northern Ontario, and are used in the 
manufacture of rugs, sleigh robes, and 
coachmen’s capes. An occasional sable 
is also found in Northern Ontarlo. 

Even in the country now there pro- 
mises to spring up a lucrative industry 
in the procuring of snake skins. Snake 
skins are used in the United States for 
the manufacture of ladies’ automobile 


- coats. 


“How about the silver fox—do you 
get any?” 

“We have to get the silver fox from 
the Yukon now. He is a ‘rare bird.’ In 
Ontario we get plenty of red fox, also 


“a cross between red and black foxes. 


“The hunting of the maltese cat ig 
profitable. Thousands of maltese cats’ 
hides are used in lining coats. This 
sort of lining is much used in England. 
Cat fur makes a good lining, and has 
little odor. 

“The Government has placed for a 
few years a restriction on the shooting 
and trapping of otter and beaver.” 


Recent Postal Regulations. 


The Postoffice Department publishes 
notices to the effect that all mail mat- 
ter enclosed in transparent envelopes, 
having the address on the enclosure, {s 
to be treated as non-transmissible by 
mail in Canada, and the same regula- 
tion applies to matter in envelopes 
having a transparent front portion cov- 
ering the address. Attention is drawn 
to the fact that the stamps used for 
prepaying postage on post-cards or 
unenclosed cards mailed to other coun- 
tries as printed matter must be placed 
on the front or address side. The pos- 
tal administration of the Common- 
wealth of Australia has given notice 
that the rates of postage on postcards 
sent from Australia to Canada have 
been reduced from one and one-half 
pence to one penny each for single 
postcards, and from threepence to two- 
pence for reply post-cards, from Jan. 
ist. A reduction has been made in the 
rates of postage on parcels sent from 
Canada to Dutch Gulana. The rate 
varies from 386 cents for one pound to 
$1.60 for 11 pounds. A convention has 
been arranged between the postal ad- 
ministrations of Canada and Trinidad 
for the direct exchange of parcels by 
parcel post. The limit of weight for a 
single parcel is seven pounds. Parcel 
mails for Trinidad are made up at St. 
John, N. B.
